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This tool can be used with the Hazard Assessment required by the Safety and Health Core
Rules, Chapter 296-800 WAC, which requires you to select appropriate personal protective
equipment (PPE).  The table lists examples of PPE that can be used to protect employees
from the hazards of dipping and coating operations.
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1PPE selected has to be made of rubber or other material the dip tank liquid can’t penetrate.  Some
materials can provide protection for a limited time, but needs to be replaced at intervals to maintain
continuous employee protection.
2Aprons should be long enough to keep liquid from entering the top of the employees’ boots or
shoes.
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
